and therefore we should use care in buy-

ing only from the reliable seed houses.
Corn, however, should be tested in or-

der to avoid loss from low vitality and
thus having to replant. Testing seed
is a simple matter, and many use the
pasteboard fillers out of egg crates to
do it, these being filled with damp sand,
then a kernel of corn is placed in each
and covered with sand, afterward being
watered thoroughly with lukewarm wa-

ter; a piece of damp cotton cloth is then
laid over the tester until the seeds
sprout, which is In about five days. If
the seed is good about 85 per cent,
should germinate.

Sowing the Seeds.
The two requisites for the germina-

tion of seeds are a congenial tempera-
ture and a, continuous Bupply of mois-
ture. The gardner has little to say
about temperature, but the moisture
question can be controlled by the use
of the roller or the feet, providing one
does not use a seed drill having a small
roller attached.
